Expression on the Action of United 


States Congress. 


New York, April 19.—The Cuban junta today gave out a statement as to the 


attitude of tbe Cuban republic toward the United States In view ot the reselutions 
passed by congress yesterday. It says the resolutions are tantamount to recognition 


of tbe Cuban republic because they recognize the Independence of tbe Cuban peo- 
ple, who acknowledge allegiance only to the Cnban republic. Tha only object of 
the insurrection is the independence of the Cnban people. 
Tbe statement contin- 


ues: "Under these oironmstances the demand made by tbe United State! that 
Spain at one* evacuate tbe Island and that in the event of refusal the land and na- 
val force) of the United States be used to compel evacuation certainly merits th« 
deepest gratitude on tbe part at the Cubans. Should force be necessary on tbo 
part of the United States there will bo most complete cp-operatlon by the Cnban 
government and the army. 
The coast pilots and practiced guides will be placed 


Immediately at the serivce of the United States and in every practicable way will 
the Cnbans aid In expelling tbe common anemy. To the patriotism of the Ameri- 
can people and the American press tbe Cabins owe a debt ot the deepest gratitude, 
and (or the confidence tbe Amorioan people have In them they nope to prove their 
worthiness."

Washington, April 19.—Tho war in the 


Senate and House closed at 1:14 a. in. to-

I Wonderfully llC-mKiful Structure 


for the 1OOO shorr. 


To Paris and its visitors from all the 


world the name of the Chateau d'Eau 
has long been familiar. But the superb 
project of Prof. Jan Zawiejski. archi- 
tect of thnt grand theater at Oaeow, 
by which it is proposed to enhance the 
splendors of the intended Universal ex- 
hibition of 1900, surpasses most other 
designs of decorative architecture con- 
trived for the mere spectacle of a mag- 
nificent festivity. 
It is to be con- 


structed of iron, and to be c!atheci with 
rushing water; indeed, the water is to 
form its inner walls, descending in 
vast sheets of unbroken liquid surface 
which arc completely to inclose the 
halls and chambers of the interior, and 
to form a majestic dome crowing1 the 
whole edifice. The total height will be 
100 meters, rivaling the loftiest build- 
ings. This is divided horizontally into 
three stories, the aftlid framework of 
which exhibits (iifferent architectural 
orders—the Tuscan, the Renaissance, 
and the Ionic styles, one above the 
cither. Visitors will have entrances 
ijuite free from danger of a wetting, 
and may ramble securely a^out the pal- 
ace, take their seats in the theater as 
spectators of the "Varieties," or avail 
themselves of the restaurant, or ride 
on bicycles, or join the dance at a ball. 
Uy the aid of lifts and staircases they

000 in a boy, what h, - lie a right to ex- 
pect of him? What is. .jir? Is it fair 
for the boy to work himself to death, to 
run, jump, play ball, or act in such a 
way as would disable him or break him 
down? Is it fair for him to despise 
his father or neg^oct his mother? Is 
it fair for him to ruin himself with 
t'riirk, defile himself with tobacco, or 
stain himself with sin? Some of us

HOW TO KEEP YOUTHFUL. 


Harvard Profcaaor Says Constant E2x- 


ercl»c Will Arreit Age. 


Women who wish to preserve the 
afti and faultless figures had better 


study the. words of Dr. Dudley A. Sar- 
fent, ol Harvard, who recently- gave a 
lecture on "Physical culture for wom- 
in_" He said there is not a movement 
made by man to-day that has not been 
made by men for ages. The encounters 
with natural forces and with wild 
>easts must have made those who sur- 
vived strong and athletic men. But re- 
sently men have not used their muscles 
and have entered on a state of deterioru- 
:ion, In cities especially. He took up 
:ree muscular development, siiowing 
come of the exercises that may be done 
without apparatus. One of his pupils 
fave examples of these exercises. Arti- 
icial exercise must now be used to train 
:he unused muscles, and these should 
be as nearly as possible like the natural 
method. There are a thousand ways of 
developing the muscles. Yet there are 
special ways iu which these exercises 
should be gone through. 


Exercise helps the whole body by in- 


jreasing the respiration and quicken- 
ing of the circulation. There are many 
Exercises by means of apparatus, either 
ight or heavy. Theonly way thedown- 
ivard tendency of the body, which indi- 
cates the approach of age, can be ar- 
rested, is by means of constant and 
proper exercise. A proper poise is 
Erained by free exercise*. In civilized 
jommunities there is a tendency to 
droop the head, and it should be over- 
come by means of proper exercise. Dr. 
Sargent's pupil gave an example of this 
special exercise, which consisted in 
bending the bead back and forth and 
from side to side, thus bringing into ac- 
tion, the muscles of the neck. 


Another exercise was given to show 


dow the spine may be kept erect and 
Ihe body prevented from becoming bent 
and the shoulders rounded.—Chicago 
Journal.
